a desire among Inactive Protes- 
tants to belong to a church. 


And secondly, churches must 


break down barriers that keep 
potent!*,' member* from Joining 
a church,

Dr. Sturges emphasized the 


teaching mission isn't one of con- 
version, primarily interested in 
making Christians out of non-Chris- 
tians. 


It is to enliven a dormant kin- 


ship with the church through fel- 
lowship, he contended.

For example, if a church has an 


active congregation of 600 mem- 
bers, it could increase its member- 
ship to 800. 


It's improbable a church can 


enroll all the potential members. 
Churches participating in the 
program during the last eight 
years show a success average of 
30 per cent. 


In other words, churches with 


congregatolns of 500 were in- 
creased to approximately 600 
members, Sturges contended.

The approach to the problem of 


increasing membership is entirely 
different under the teaching mis- 
sion concept. 


Groups within the church, fellow- 


In- 
stead of a pastor contacting pos- 
sible members, laymen take on 
that responsibility.

Illinois Bell Asks for 
$24 Million Rate Hike 
Would Revamp Rates, Step 
Up Service, ICC Is Told 


SPRINGFIELD, 111. l*-The Illinois Bell Telephone Co. today ap 


plied to the Illinois Commerce commission for a $24,900,000 annual rat 
increase. 


The company said the increase 


if granted would net $11,250,000 a 
year after payment of taxes. 


Bell officials said their petition 


represents a revamping of the 
company's rate structure 
with 


rates varying from city to city de- 
pending on the number of tele- 
phones in the local calling area. 


"Because of the many variations 


in proposed service plans in most 
areas served by Illinois Bell, it is 
impractical to describe the re- 
quested rates in terms of per- 
centages of increases over present 
rates," the company said in a 
statement. 


Bell serves 346 communities in 


the state with 2,877,000 telephones. 


Extend Service 


The company said the major 


change proposed in service is to 
extend the local calling areas in 
about 75 per cent of all Illinois 
communities. The "extended'area" 
service means customers will be 
able to call on a toll-free basis 


to subscribers in their local calling 
area. 


A sample of the proposed in 


crease, applying to Aurora, would 
raise two party residence charge; 
from $4.10 to $5.05 a month, oni 
party residence from $4.75 to $6.10 
a month, and one party business 
from $10.50 to $14.35. 


However, s e v e n communities 


would be added to the Aurora area 
in which there would be toll free 
service. 


Give Example 


Another example is Danville 


where two party residence rates 
would increase from $3.85 to $4.80 
one party residence from $4.50 to 
$5.80 and one party business from 
$9.75 to $13.10. Danville would get 
eight additional communities on a 
toll free basis.

tered the elevator. 


Passing Harmon motorists, and 


persons' summoned by those who 
witnessed the entry, converged on 
the elevator. 


Several vehicles surrounded the 


premises, playing headlights on 
the building to keep the intruder 
from escaping.

lick lying on a cot when he went 
inside. Roslick tried to give the 
impression he merely entered in 
search of a place to stay during the 
night.

She called the 


Oregon Volunteer fire department 
at 2:15 a. m. Firemen reported 
the blaze had made so much head- 
way by the time they arrived that 
saving the structure was impos- 
sible. 


The cause of the fire was not de- 


termined. The loss was partially 
covered by insurance.

Electric, Gas Companies Count 


on Increased Home Usage 


Electric and gas utilities count on home owners to turn 


on more light switches and g»s jets than ever this year- 
enough more to overcome any slow down in industrial power, 
light and heat usage. The stock market apparently concurs. 
Utility stock prices have risen moderately this year. 


The industry's plans to expand still further in 1954 are 


untouched so far, at least publicly, by recession talk. 


Industry spokesmen contend that profits in 1954 should 


be as good as in 1953, when an outsize majority of companies 
registered gains, with an average increase of 14 per cent. 
But the spokesmen are counting on more rate increases to 
make this forecast work out. 
The few gas and electric companies to report a drop in 


earnings in 1953 say this trend should be corrected as soon 
as public authorities get around to allowing ratj increases 
—which, the companies complain, lag behind the nse in oper- 
ating and distributing costs. 


The central industrial region, perhaps significantly, is 


the only one in the United States today where power usage 
is falling behind that of a year ago. This region extends from 
Pittsburgh westward through Ohio, into Indiana and lower 
Michigan. It is a region of much publicized layoffs, produc- 
tion cutbacks and rise in jobless totals. 


Elsewhere, the Edison Electric Institute reports, power 


output still outruns the year ago figures, even if the spread 
is smaller now than a few weeks ago. 


This goes along with the prediction of the institute's 


president, Walter H. Sammis, head of Ohio Edison Co., that 
the one setback the industry fears is in factory usage. He 
points out that utility company sales of residential current 
now makes up 42 per cent of their revenues on average. With 
new household appliances coming out, and being sold even 
though at a reduced rate, he feels that residential revenues 
will rise and offset any industrial drop.

The utilities did very well in 1953. With 63 companies 


reporting so far, all but five showed gains in net income after 
taxes. Combined, the 63 had a gain of 13.7 per cent in prof- 
its over 1952. 


The five utilities which dropped back profitwise in 1953 


are mostly involved in rate increase hearings.

When West led a small heart 


against the actual contract of 
four spades, South put up dum- 
my's king of hearts. Bast played 
the ace, and South ruffed. South 
then led a trump to dummy's ace 
and a trump back to his king. 


East discarded, and the rest was 


misery. 
South couldn't possibly 


make ten tricks against good de- 
fense from this point on. In fact, 
he had to play quite carefully to go 


down only one trick. It wasn't very 
pleasant to lose 100 points at a 
makable (but wrong) contract after 
having missed an ice-cold grand 
slam in the bidding! 


South made his first error in the 


play of the cards when he played 
the king of hearts from the dum- 
my. It was obvious that East had 
the ace, so nothing could be gained 
by playing the king. 


The correct play is to play the 


six of hearts from dummy. East 
plays the nine, and South discards 
a diamond. The bidding advertises 
unusual distribution, and South 
should expect a 5-1 trump break. 


East continues with the ace of 


hearts (any other defense is a 
cinch for South) and declarer dis- 
cards a second diamond. East leads 
a third heart, and dummy ruffs 
while South discards a third dia- 
mond. Now declarer cashes the 
ace of spades, gets to his hand 
with a club, and leads out three 
more high spades. Then South- 
leads clubs until West takes his 
trump trick. Nothing can defeat the 
contract. 


If the king of hearts is played at 


the first trick, East may return a 
low heart if allowed to hold the 
trick. West wins and shifts to dia- 
monds, defeating the contract.

BECOME AWARE. AMERICA 
This past Wednesday night. Feb. 
17, 1954. an 
ominous 
warning 
sounded in Dixon high school audi- 
torium as the PTA and interested 
townspeople listened wraptly to 
Dr. Nyarddi tell of his flight from 
the Nazis and Communists in his 
native Hungary to America, free 
dom's last stronghold. And, if I 
may coin a word to emphasize his 
warning, America is rapidly be- 
coming a 
"WEAKhold—simply 
because too many of us refuse to 
become sufficiently aware of the 
danger creeping upon us. 
As I returned home that night, 
I marveled at this fine scholar— 
who is not yet an American citizen 
—yet he branches out in every di- 
rection from his professor's post 
at Bradley university in Peoria, 
HI., to sound an unpleasant but 
very necessary warning to just 
plain ordinary you and me. Why? 
Because, he learned that economic 
means are nothing in the end; 
one's family and life are non-en- 
tities—once the Communist takes 
over. He feels that we have lost the 
meaning of our Pilgrim fathers' 
struggle for the freedom of the 
individual, in our race for eco- 
nomic security. It is up to each of 
us as individuals to warn our 
neighbors; and that is why, from 
this day forth, I intend to become 
aware in actuality of this danger— 
and in print, so this man's mes- 
sage shall not be in vain. 
You are going to feel uncomfort' 
able as you read this lengthy piece 
—but I hope to startle you out of 
your complacency—even as I was 
shocked to hear these words from 
one whose fine character must 
have been the principal source of 
substinence that enabled him to 
resist Communistic corrosion. 
No, he doesn't particularly ad- 
mire our money, supermarkets, 
marvelous gadgets, our beautiful 
buildings. They are nice, but he 
enjoyed all these privileges in his 
banker's post in Budapest. He 
found how empty these material 
things are the day the Nazis and 
the Russians fought like angry i 
mals in the charred streets. He 
turned to his bank after the day's 
terrible bombing to find half of it 
intact in its beauty—the rest in 
ruins. Two Nazis lay stripped of 
their clothes on the floor, dead. 
The impregnable bank vault had 
been dynamited, and the Commu 
nists were inside, skillfully divid- 
ing the loot neatly in pre-arranged 
piles. Dr. Nyarddi and other bank 
officers were forced to haul the 
sacks of loot to the waiting trucks. 
The fruits of his former life were 
never seen again. 
In the weeks of strife above 
ground, he and the other citizens 
hid in air-raid shelters, coal piles, 
rubble—to emerge at night in a 
desperate search for food and non- 
existent water. Six thousand babies 
died after 
a 
few • weeks—6,000 
babies cried pitifully in the arms 
of their starving mothers, and I 
hope that you can hear them as I 
do now. Dr. Nyarddi crept out 
from his coal pile at night and 
with the other desperate peopl 
chopped hunks of decaying horse- 
flesh from the carcasses in the 
streets and ate them raw. The hor 
rible taste still lingers in his 
mouth, but you will taste it too if 
you don't rouse yourselves to resist 
NOW. For he had been complacent 
—even as you and I. 
He does admire our finest treas- 


ure—our schools. In Hungary, only 
the favored few may attend private 
schools; and he was fortunate. But 
his curriculum would stagger a 
Dixon high school student—16 se 
mesters of philosophy, many se- 
mesters of math, Greek, Latin, 
etc. A fine education—but it reach- 
ed only a few—and he was one. 
Here, we make learning available 
to all. But our teachers and par- 
ents must also educate our chil- 
jdren on what communism is, and 
I what it does to a free country. 
Without such education we can't 
hope to stem its onslaught. Teach- 
ers who fear criticism need only 
write to the congressional commit- 
tee on un-American activities for 
proper information to give our 
children. No one can object to that 
source and call a teacher a Com- 
munist. 


Why is this -so necessary? Be- 
cause the "Hate America" lies are 
being crammed assidiously into 
the youth of satellite nations today 
—and it will bear evil fruit tomor- 
row. Our only weapon is truth and 
awareness of what is good and 
evil. Poppycock? Listen. 


Dr. Nyarddi says this is a sam- 
ple of what children are taught in 
the schools of Hungary.

Do you want to know what this 
man discovered first-hand at the 
negotiating tables in Moscow, as 
he strove to salvage his country's 
destiny? You will not like it. .But 
we, Americans, are doomed. Our 
funny little complacent faces are 
doomed, unless we change their 
expressions to one of awareness— 
unless we fight hate with love— 
and intelligence! Unless we teach 
our children how to combat their 
awful legacy. War-mongerer? Not 
at all. This should be the battle of 
TRUE words. It should be a real 
renewal of our faith in God. We 
should not hate the Russians but 
pity them for their burden of cruel 
tyranny. And help them in broth- 
erhood if some day they overthrow 
the yoke—as they sought to do on 
the 17th of June, 1853. Just the 
other day we saw another warning 
rumble in Eastern Germany. Radio 
America with jts truth broadcasts 
is largely responsible. But we must 
never relent in our spread of the 
truth. For today, in Calcutta, a 
mob of 15.000 stormed American 
buildings m a Communist demon 
stration. An ominous rumble dii- 
ferent from that of Eastern Ger- 
many. 


In "The Robe," we saw Rome 
at the peak of its civilization—but 
it was destroyed from within by 
being a traitor to God, by its own 
excesses. When it was party to the 
destruction of Christ (even as the 
Communists are today), it was de- 
stroyed forever. If we beam the 
truth at the people of the world, 
I believe God will help us to de- 
stroy this evil by peaceful means.

Dr. Shapley figures it this way: 
Suppose only one star or sun in 


a million has any planets at all. 


And suppose only one in a them- 


'sand of those families of planets 
has the conditions "suitable for 
the life experiment." That means 
a near-circular orbit, proper dis- 
tance from a warmth-giving star, 
proper mass, atmosphere, and ro- 
tation period for night and day. 


That would mean only one life- 


bearing planet for every, billion 
stars. • 


Still feeing skeptical, 
suppose 


that life went on to higher forms 
on only one of every thousand of 
these planets. 


That still leaves 100 million plan 


ets as life-theaters because there 
are so many thousands of billions 
of stars in the universe. Our Milky 
Way alone, to which we belong, 
has 100 billion stars, and there 
are billions of Milky Ways or gal- 
axies. 


These^ millions of planets "indi- 


cate that the life phenomenon is 
widespread and of cosmic signifi- 
cance. We are not alone. And we 
should admit, of course, that the 
animal, vegetable or other organ 
isms on other happier planets may 
have far surpassed the terrestrial 
forms. There is no reason what- 
ever to presume that Homo Sa- 
piens (man), Apis Mellifera (hon* 
eybees) and Corvus Americanus 
(ravens or crows) are the best 
that biochemistry and star shine 
can do." 


Dr. Shapley says Mars is the 


only other planet in our sun' 
family which might have life of 
some kind.

fights in Nueva Laredo. 


Just how George Washington and 


Pocahontas became the main fig 
ures in the city's only major cele 
bration goes back to 1897 when 
the Anglo residents of Laredo tried 
to find some festivity in which 
their neighbors in Mexico coulc 
join.
